Writing on this subject in the W eekly Trish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says : 

=n sowing is most desirable, not ‘only for 
ly ctoppibg, but to escape the worst 
attacks of the Bean aphis, which early 
spritig: sown Broad Beans get in its most 
rulent..form. There is no question 
ut thús vegetable’s hardy ‘character, 
fer even in the hardest winters-we have 
never found it injured; nor is there any 
drfficulty in present sowing, provided the 
Weather is open and comparatively mild; 

the seeds being dibbled in, and we hav 
invariably found firm ground, no matter 
if, wet, give us strong-textured plants 
yielding prolific crops. Those who think, 
as-many do, the Broad Bean a rather 
coarse vegetable, compared with Peas, 
should grow Beck’s Dwarf Green. Gem, 
producing clusters. of pods, with small 
green seeds of delicate flavour, which, 
sown early, give -a second crop when cut 
down after the first cropping. The seeds 
should be dibbled in zig-zag four or five 
ine

If we want eggs from ducks in.the winter, 

we can have them by keeping birds of 
that nqed laying breed, Indian Ranner, 
or the f®ariety that has been bred from 
them, Khaki-Campbell ; but, as this 
breed is no use for the table, if we want 
‘ducklings for the spring market we must 
have one that possesses flesh of a good 
quality And colour, develops quickly and 
Is harda. The last-mentioned point is 
pafticularly important for ‘our change- 
able and wet climate, especially: if the 
“soil as rá hu clay. “Thé Aylesbury com- 
bines thdse essential characteristics in a 
greater degree than any other variety, 
and, thefefore, for supplying ducklings 
for the early: market -it cannot be ex- 
celled.”

ALLOCATION OF MONIES, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

A case of Mrs. Rose Byrne, of Lower Mall, 
Drogheda, against the Drogheda Chemical 
Manure Co., Lid, was listed. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Bacon (instructed by Mr. James G. 
O'Connor), on behalf of the plaintiff, said that 
this was an action under Lord Campbell's 
Act, brought by the plaintiff, Mrs. Rose 
Byrne, on her own behalf and on behalf of 
her nine children, in respect of the death of 
her husband, John Byrne. There would be 
no appearance on behalf of the defendants, 
because they had no longer any interest in 
the matter. 

The deceased, John Byrne, was working on 
an overhead tramway in the defendants’ works 
at Drogheda, and met with an accident, as 
the resalt of which he died on the 16th of Jast 
June. The defendants had put in a defence, 
with which they had lodged £1,005 in court, 
and the plaintiff, having seriously considered 
the matter, had signified her acceptance of 
that sum, and now came before his lordship

Mrs.. Byrne gave evidence, in the course of 
which she stated that her youngest child was 
one month old, and the eldest, who was 
seventeen years old, had been married three 
weeks ago. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne allocated to the widow 
£375, and the balance proportionately amongst 
the children, the eldest getting £15 and the 
youngest two £110 each. He directed that 
the £375 should be paid to the widow, and 
also the £15, she undertaking to use it for 
the benefit of the eldest girl; and that the 
other children’s share should be invested in 
National Loan, to the separate credit of each, 
in the Drogheda Circuit Court, the dividends 
to be payable to their mother for their bene- 
fit.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT (CRIMINAL) COURT 
DUBLIN STREET SCENES. 
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TWO YOUNG MEN CHARGED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Joseph Kehoe and James Fitzpatrick, two 
young Dublin men, pleaded “ Not guilty ” 
when charged with having, on November 2/ 
last, unlawfully and maliciously damaged the 
shop windows of 121 and 1214 St. Stephen’s 
Green, the damage in each case exceeding £6. 
They also were charged with aiding and 
abetting certain persons unknown in damaging 
the shop windows of 111, 113, 114, 117 and 
122 St. Stephen’s Green on the same date. 

Mr. E. Kelly (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. Herman Guod, 
solicitor, appeared for the accused men. 

Mr. Kelly said that on November 27 ‘ast 
there was an unemployed demonstration, 
which ultimately became disorderly and 
broke up into sections. One of these sections 
reached St. Stephen’s Green, and broke 
windows in various premises. When they had 
heard the evidence the jury would have little 
difficulty in deciding that the two accused 
men were members of the crowd and took 
an active part in the disorder. 

StationSergeant John Hill said that on the 
day im question he was in charge of a party 
of seven Guards in a tender patrolling St. 
Stephen's Green. He saw a party of men 
run out of Cuffe street into the Green, and 
when opposite No. 121 a stone was thrown 
through the window of that place. — the 
untae gawe chase to the men, who ran down 
Mercer street. In the ensuing chase Kehoe 
and Fitzpatrick were arrested by the Guards. 
When charged at the station both men denied 
haying thrown the stones. 

STONE-THROWING. 

Guard Joseph Mahon said that about eight 
or nine men were running along the Green, 
throwing stones. He saw the stone thrown 
by one man break the window of No. 121. 
Witness kept his eye on this man and arrested 
him. He was the defendant Kehoe.

ARBITRATOR'S DECISION. 

Mr. Maguire, in the course of his judg- 
ment, said that the company contended that 
the change of administration which led to the 
termination of the appellant’s services was 
i the introduction of an improved method of 
working. He thonght that the particular 
change with which he was concerned in this 
case was not an improved method of work- 
ing in the ord:~ary meaning of those words, 
and that, even if it were, it was a method 
of working which would not have been 
feasible for the company but for amalgama- 
tion. Prior to the Railways Act of 1924 the 
railway system in Saorstat Eireann was in 
the hands of some twenty-seven companies. 
For some years before 1924 most of these 
companies were in a parlous condition, Fall- 
ing receipts and increased expenditure had 
brought a number of them to the verge cl 
insolvency. He did not know how far he 
was entitled to take these conditions into 
consideration in construing the Act. It was 
clear. however, from the Act itself that it 
was designed to bring about a radical change 
in the system of railway working in the 
Irish Free State. 

The broad scheme of the Act was to sub- 
stitute one single company for the enormous 
and scattered companies in existence. The 
effect hoped for was that, by such amalgama. 
tion, economy and efficiency in the working 
of the railway system of Saorstat Eireann 
would be achieved. So far as he could judge 
from an examination of the amalgamation 
schemes and of the Act itself, no obligations 
were imposed upon the company as to the 
manner or the extent in which it was to 
alter what Mr. Rilev (the General Manager 
of the Great Southern Railway) had aptly 
called the administrative structure of the old 
companies. The Act did make provision by 
which the future workng of the railway 
system should, in certain vital matters, be 
under the control, direction and supervision 
of the Railway Tribunal. To that body was 
entrusted? first of all. the right to make 
schemes for amalgamation if schemes were 
not made by the companies, to whom the 
power of making schemes was given by the 
Act. As a matter of fact, the schemes which 
were »ut into operation were schemes pre- 
pared by the Railway Tribunal. 


THE WORKING OF THE ACT. 

Apart from the provision as to the num- 
bers of directors, there was no direct pro- 
Vision in the Act compelling the company to 
adopt any particular form of administrative 
structure. All that the Act did was to de- 
vise the old companies and vest their under 
takings in the mew company. No definite 
obligation was cast upon the new company ol 
reducing staffs. It was free to retain the 
existing officers or servants. It was obvious 
that the union of the four amalgamating com 
panies and the twenty-three absorbed com- 
panies in one company would burden the 
new company with large numbers of men 
who, under any scheme devised as the Act 
intended, for economy and efficiency, would 
become redundant. 

It seemed to lim to be clear that, 
encouraging the company to reduce its wages 
bill, the Legislature was careful to see that 
the officers and servants who became redund- 
ant were provided for by a scheme of com- 
pensation and pensions. M1, Phelps, for the 
railway company, argued that the

effect of 
amalgamation on the appellant was to estab- 
lish him at the Broadstone. and that once 
he was established there amalgamation, so far 
as he was concerned, ceased to operate. He 
(Mr. Maguire) could not agree with this. It 
seemed to him that there was nothing in the 
Act which enabled him to hold that changes 
of administration were to be made in any 
particular manner or at any particular time.

In 1996 the Com- 
missioners ceased as a corporate body, and 
their duties were transferred to the County 
Board of Health, The sams realised from 
the market were accounted for to the parish 
priest, who allocated the funds in accordance 
with the trust. For some years, however, 
tbe revenue had been declining, but the plain! 
‘tiff was paid his salary, end the parislr priest 
retained the halance for his church. The 
salary was £25 a year with 10 per cent. om 
the tolls.  Swhstantial sums were subse-

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ministration was the very type of change 
which amalgamation alone rendered possible. 
He had tried hard to see the company’s 
point of view. He realised fully the difficult 
position in which the company had been 
placed by reason of the falling receipts, due 
partly to decrease of traflic and partly to the 
operation of the modified scale of charges, 
but he was unable to agree with Mr. Phelos 
that decrease in receipts of traffic was an 
economic cause which justified such a chance. 
Mr. Riley, the general manager of the com- 
pany, gave his evidence with complete 
frankness and honesty, and put before the 
Court every fact which might be relevant to 
the case under discussion. Mr. Riley was 
ready to assist the tribunal in every possibic 
way. 

In his evidence, he said (and the Arbitrator 
agreed with him) that, in anticipation of 
amalgamation, and directly following on amal- 
gamation, the directors proceeded to frame a 
provisional scheme of reorganisation, with a 
view to evolving out of the several adminis- 
irative structures in existence in the twenty- 
seven companies, a single. administrative 
structure designed for the more economical 
and efficient working of the railway system 
in Saorstat Eireann. 

THE ECONOMY CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Riley’s evidence made it clear to him 
that the company found great difficulty in the 
greater number of cases in making up their 
minds whether the termination of services 
were due to changes rendered possible by 
amalgamation or were due to some other 
cause. 

‘““I can quite see,” continuer Mr. Maguire, 
‘that the company did not. wish to face this 
particular problem if it could possibly be 
avoided. I ant satisfied from Mr. Riley’s evi- 
dence that an Investigation Committee set 
to work with a view to devising alterations 
and changes in the admmistration of the rail- 
way system, designed to secure the maximum 
amount of efficiency and the greatest possible 
economy. The railway company, no doubt, 
embarked on what I have referred to as a 
campaign of economy as a result of the serious 
position in which the company found itself. 

The railway company itselí was designed 
to secure a re-organisation with a view to 
meeting the difficult situation in which the 
old railway companies found themselves, and, 
even thongh the re-organisation aimed at in 
1928 and 1929 was designed to achieve further 
economy and efficiency, 1 am still of opinion 
that whete such re-organisation was rendered 
possible by amalgamation,l am right in hold- 
ing that officers and servants whose services 
are dispensed with as a result of such changes 
are just as clearly entitled to the benefit of 
the provisions of the Third Schedule as those 
who were dispensed with under the earlier 
schemes. Accordingly, I have come to the 
conclusion that I must allow the appellant’s 
claim to compensation, and 1 so award,”’

Dr. Francis William Aston, Fellow of, the 
Royal Society aud of ‘Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, has been awarded a jarge number cf 
medals and prizes (including the Nobel Prize 
fay Chemistry in 1922) for his scientific work, 
which is known all over the world. About 
a hundred years ago Dalton taught that all 
the atoms of any one substance possessed 
exactly ihe same woight. But since the dis- 
covery of Radioactivity we have learned that 
atoms so break up as to be exactly alike in 
their chemical properties and yet be cf 
different atomic weights, Quite recently Dr. 
Aston devised the Mass-Spectrograph, trstru- 
mentum pulcherrimum, whereby it can be 
determined quite definitely whether the atoms 
of any given element differ in weight or not, 
however small that difference may he. 
Thanks to this marvellous invention, the 
inner constitution of nearly all the known 
elements has now been thoroughly investi. 
gated, so that we may say’ that one of 
Nature s most caiefully guarded secrets has 
at length been unveiled (qua ratrone eleman. 
ferum &tructuram, arcanum illud intimnuw 
Natura, in lucem diei tandem pretulit), ‘Lhe 
genius and patient labours of Dr. Aston are 
assuredly deserving of our Honorary Dogree.

The General Council advocated the payment 
in the first instance from the Government 
Exchequer to local authorities of an amaunt 
equal to the proposed relief of rates ou agri: 
cultural land and hereditaments. The General 
Council were satisfied that no re-adjustment 
of Exchequer grants would have the effect of 
securing increased agricultural production. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 

As ® the outlining of ways and means to 
finance the proposed de-vrating scheme, the 
General Council (the draft report continues’) 
had neither the data nor the equipment for 
such a task, and considered that it was 
clearly a matter for investigating by the 
De-rating Commission. The General Council 
were of the opinion that any fresh taxation 
as a consequence of de-yating should be place 
upon luxuries and not on the necessaries of 
life. which would result m an inerease of 
home help and unemployment. Thev adhere | 
to their resolution, adopted in last May. that 
national expenditure in the Free State is cx-

DISCUSSION ON THE REPORT,

AN AMERICAN SURVEY.

nglish Literature at Amherst College, 
Massachussets. The other, ‘‘ Plays of the 
Irish Renaissance,” is edited by his 
colleague, Mr. Curtis Canfield, Director 
of the Amherst Masquers’ Dramatic 
Society. Both writers express their sur- 
prise and aisappointment at the limited 
acquaintance which American readers 
have with contemporary Irish literature. 

Professor’ Morton modestly calls his 
book “a humble gesture in evangelism.”’ 
It is far mére than that; it is a scholarly 
and penetrating analysis of the quality 
and tendency of Anglo-Irish verse, and 
should do mach ‘to secure a wider 
appreciation for the work not cnlv of sucn 
notable minstrels as Dr. Yeats end ‘‘ *©,”’ 
but of the multitudinous choir ot minor 
singing-birds, whose voices have carried 
hitherto only in random gusts and musical 
rumours across the breadth of the 
Atiantic. 

The Irish J.iterary Renaissance is a 
phenomenon that has attracted much 
attention both at home and abroad, but 
not more than it deserves. Its history 
begins, so far as definite beginnings can 
be traced, with the publication, now fifty 
years azo, of Standish O’Grady’s '' Bardic 
History of Ireland.” For centuries before 
the appearance of this epical narrative of 
Cuchulain and is peers there had been in 
operation an attempt to denationalise 
Ireland,; to obliterate her native tongue 
and to assimilate her outlook and the very 
idiom of her thought and speech wit! 
those of England. So successful was the 
attempt that for long before the middle of 
the nineteenth century Ireland's 
eminent literary figures had been those 
who conformed to the English tradition. 


O’GRADY AND FERGUSON. 


It was O’Grady—and in this he was 
ably seconded by Ferguson. with his 
‘Collected Poems” of 1880 — who 
recovered for Ireland the splendours of 
her legendary and heroic past. The 
“ Bardic History’’ had a remarkable 
influence. ‘‘ A2”’ writes of it:— 

“With reference to Ireland, I was, at the time 
T read. like many others who were bereaved of the 
history of their race. was as a man who, 
through some accident, lad lost memory of his 
past, who cou'd reeall no more than a few months 
of new life, and could not say to what songs his 
cradle had been rocked, what mother had nursed 
him. who were the playmates of childhood, or by 
what woods and streams he had watdered. When 
T read O'Grady. T was as such a man who 
suddenly feels ancient memories rushing at him, 
and knows he was horn in a royal house, that he 
had mixed with the mighty of heaven and earth 
and had the very noblest for his. companions.” 


Seldom has a debt of inspiration been 
more generously or more eloquently 
acknowledged. No less emvhetic was Dr. 
Yeats, who, as Professer Morton reminds 
us, Was granted the powers of a seer in 
that moment when he ended his first 
perusal of O’Grady’s ‘ History ” and 
Ferguson's “ Poems ” with the remark 
that whatever should come out of Ireland 
in the future would owe itself to these two 
books. The werk of the pioneers was con- 
tinued and extended by Dr. Douglas Hyde 
and others, whose studies and translations 
of Gaelic originals sliowed the possibilities 
of a poetry that, while nsine English as 
its medium, should yet be unmistakably 
Irish in spirit and even in much of its 
technique. 


MATTER AND STYLE. 


Apart from the fact that it has intimate 
end sympathetic access to a mythology 
foreign to tra.litional English poetry, whet 
exactly are the peculiarities of this Anglo- 
Irish verse? That is a question which 
Professor Morton, like many another 
investigator, finds it hard to answer. Two 
of its earlier elements—‘“ the screaming 
nationalism in the verse at oné stage of 
the movement, and the esoteric symbolism 
practised by some of the poets ’’--were 
merely passing phases. The “ wavering, 
unemphatic rhythm ” was, and to some 
extent still is, one of its characteristics: 
occasionally it shows a disposition to use 
vowel rhyme without consonantal identity 
or, again, there is a sugvestion of internal 
rhyming. These features are all found in 
Gaelic poetry; but they are. found also 
from titne to time in English poetry that 
pretends to no Gaelic influence whatever. 
Certain inversions and idiomatic construc- 
tions and turns of speech are, to be sure, 
a mark of many poems in the Anglo-Irish 
mode. Yet, as Professor Morton himself 
admits, that poetry at its best, and as it 
has grown older, has tended to practise 
more and morc sparingly the conscious 
employment of conventional Irishisms, and 
is now hardly to he distinguished in point 
of form from the work of many purely 
English poets. 

is is a conc)usion hardly flattering to 
those Irishmer. who desire to see their 
country separated from its nearest neich- 
bour by as imany formal differences as 
possible. At the same time, it is a con- 
clusion with which no one who loves good 
literature for its own sake will be. dis- 
posed to quarrel. s 

In his present vc]ume Professor Mórton 
has brought together, with a sure instinct 
for what is at once excellent” and 
characteristic, some of the finer fruits 
of this new poetry. which Ireland has been 
giving to the world in gecent years. In 
the mam he is content to let the poets 
speak for themselves, and his book is in 
the first place an anthology--and a 
surprisingly fresh and good anthology—of 
Anglo-Irish verse. Moreover, to the 
poems he has added a running com- 
mentary which is. never obtruded, is 
always illumineting, and which, perhaps, 
only one who is himself a poet could have 
supplied. i 


A DRAMATIC ANTHOLOGY. 


So much for the lyric poetry of the Irish 
Literary Renaissance. Mr. Canfield’s 
book dealing with the drama is the 
necessary complement of his colleague's 
work.

A correspondent, who was interested in 
a recent “ Diary ” AN Mr” writes to 
ask me if I can supply him with iníorma- 
tion concerning the history of the German 
eagies which are to be found in the 
followi houses. in Co. Westmeath :— 
Rosmead, near Delvin; Rosemount, near 
Moate; Levington Park, near. Mullingar. 

Levington Park was built in 1740, 
during the reign of George II. My corre- 
spondent adds that there .re also eagles 
on the pillars of the entrance gates at 
Mosstown, Co. Longford, and formerly 
were on the gates of French Park, Co. 
Roscommon. Perhaps, some of my readers 
may be able to throw light on the 
provenance of these uncommon effigies. 


Thunder in December.

is local apathy.

á The only way is to 
ioe induce them to form 
tm societies of their own, 
provide their own 
entertainment, and 
organise their own local industries by 
means of local talent. 

It is along these lines that the United 
Trishwomen’s Society, of which Elizabeth 
Lady Fingall is President, has modelled its 
organisation. I have been reading some 
accounts of the work done by the local 
branches of this society, which are very 


‘interesting. The aim of every branch is to 


secure a village hall where entertainments 
can be givon, varied occasionally by in- 
struct'on in basket-making, raffia work, or 
such industries as may be suitable to the 
localitv. A great deal of the success 
which has attended the society is due to 
the initiative and persistence of Lady 
Fingal], who has been president since 
1912. It is to be hoped that women in 
rural districts where branches have not 
already .been established will take 
advantage of the opportunities offered 
them by Miss Franks, the energetic 
honorary secretary. 


Loughshinny. 


Loughshinny, to which last week’s storm 
brought swift tragedy, is a pretty little 
spot about half-way between Skerries and 
Rush. Like most fishing villages, the sea 
brings it not only a livelihood, but a 
constant dread of the drama that is so 
often the lot of those whom Synge called 
‘‘ riders to the sea,’’ 

Like nearly all its kind, too, Lough- 
shinny has a character of its very own. 
When I first visited it a few summers ago 
it looked as if it were not a part of Ire- 
land at all, but a piece hewn out of Italy 
and brought to this country from Adriatic 
or Mediterranean shores. The air was 
not, perbaps, the same, but the pure cloud- 
less blue of the sky overhead, the sheen on 
the water below, the neat white cottages 
and the very look of the little bay were 
like a picture of Italy. The effect was 
novel and delightful. 

The Loughshinny people, I was told, are 
something of a community in themselves. 
They are not. of course, the repositories of 
a separate old civilisation, as the people 
of the Claddagh are, nor is their dress so 
nicturesoue. Yet, as in Inchicore and 
Ringsend in times not so distant, they 
keep very much to themselves and have a 
distinet character of their own. Like most 
little worlds, too, they are a litigious 
people, but when trouble comes, as it has 
come now, there is always among them a 
remarkable old-world display of communal 
sorrow and neighbourliness. 


The Shoppin? Tea Party. 


Children as well as grown-ups are 
shopping busily these days, and in. many 
of the big shops a beneficent Father 
Christmas or a benign Neptune or a be- 
spangled Fairy Queen is distributing 
suitable gifts to small boys and girls who 
are choosing presents for their friends and 
for themselves.

A Great Bug-hunter. 


Henry Walter Bates, author of. ‘‘ The 
Naturalist on the River Amazon,”’ was 
born at Leicester on December 8th, 1825. 
When he was twenty he met Alfred Russel 
Wallace, and the two set sail for South 
America, where they worked together for 
two years, and for nine years more Bates 
continued his travels in that arec, 
collecting 8,000 species of insects formerly 
undescribed. 

Returning to England in 1864, after he 
had been persuaded by Charles Darwin to 
publish his book, Bates was appointed 
assistant-secretary to the. Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, and performed much 
useful work in his new capacity. During 
his later years he made a great collection 
of certain species of insects. His pioneer 
‘work as a collector and describer of ‘new 
form of life was of the utmost value to 
science, while his‘ observation on. the 
Amazons will always stand to his credit. 
He was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and-diéd on February 16th, 1892.

An Irish Chemist. 


Joseph Black, one of the founders of 
scientific chemistry, was the son of a 
Belfast wine merchant. He was born 
near Bordeaux in 1728, and at the age of 
twelve was sent home to a school in 
Belfast. In 1746 he entered Glasgow 
University, and began to take an interest 
in chemistry. Ten years later he was 
appointed Lecturer on Chemistry to that 
Gatcinelier and proc to train a 
school of scientific chemists, one of his 
upils being James Watt, who became a 
ife-long friend. 

Black had a gift for teaching, and his 
lectures threw new light on chemical 
science. His finest piece of experimental 
research was that on latent heat, so 
called because its presence was not 
revealed by the thermometer. In 1766 
Black was one Professor of 
Chemistry at inburgh, and on De- 
cember 6th, 1799, while taking a meal 
of his usual frugal fare, he took a cup of 
milk-and-water in his hand, and died 
with a smile, while holding the/ cup, 
without even spilling a drop. 


Outdoor Etiquette. 


Anyone who may be pressed for time 
and tries to make his way along the 
pavements of Grafton street at that 
sociable hour in the afternoon when 
groups of men and women stand chatting 
in the middle of the footpath, must®wish 
heartily that the rules laid down by some 
of the old books of etiquette might still 
be enforced. One of these books says: 
‘It is not usual to introduce people out- 
of-doors,” though it gives detailed 
instructions for the successful performance 
of this important rite under the safe 
shelter of a roof. The rule that busy 
people would find so useful in these days 
of Christmas shopping was a rigid one, 
and allowed no loophole of escape. 
“ Under no circumstances,” we are told, 
‘‘ig it considered etiquette to stand 
talking in the street. If a gentleman 
meets a lady of his acquaintance in the 
street, he should take off his hat. If he 
wishes to speak with her, he must continue 
walking in the direction in which sie was 


going. '' 


‘ACr. Shane Leslie. 


Mr. Shane Leslie, who has just 
published a sequel to his much-discussed 
novel, ‘‘The Cantab,’’ is remembered in 
rural parts of Ulster as a tall, athletic 
young man who wore kilts at feiseanna 
and was keenly interested in the Gaelic 
League and kindred movements. Most of 
his interests now are literary and 
intellectual. Readers of his very modern 
novels and biographical studies could not 
easily picture him as donning the filleadh 
beag and lecturing to United Irish 
League audiences on such a fiery political 
character as John Mitchel, a link of a 
sort between the Young Irelanders and the 
Fenians. 

But twenty years ago Mr. Leslie was 
thinking of a political career, and, as a 
Nationalist candidate, was beaten by very 
narrow majorities in two exciting elec- 
tions in Derry City. Unlike most Gaelic 
Leaguers with an inclination towards 
politics, Le did not join Sinn Fein, but 
was almost the last of the young 
intellectuals who followed for a time the 
leadership of Mr. John Redmond. That 
was in his early twenties and shortly after 
the publication of his first book of poems, 
“Songs of Oriel.” 

Mr. Leslie is now in his middle forties, 
and was at one time editor of The Dublin 
Review. He is an old Etonian, and took 
his M.A. at King’s College, Cambridge. 
He is related to Mr. Winston Churchill, 
M.P., and Mrs Clare Sheridan, the 
novelist and sculptor, and is the eldest son 
of Colonel Sir John Leslie, of Glaslough,

More About “Sub Rosa. 


The interest aroused in the origin of the 
phrase ‘‘ Sub Itosa’’ has induced a corre- 
spondent to send me some further infor- 
mation which I pass on to my readers. 

He records that, according to old 
legends, the rose itself first appeared at 
Bethlehem in ancient days. A 'fayre 
mayden’’ (the Zillah of the poems of 
Southey in later days), who had been 
falsely accused and sentenced to death was 
sent to-the stake. Her prayers for help 


iwere miraculously answered, and almost 


at ithe moment of death the fire was 
quenched, the burning brands being 
changed to red roses and the unburned 
brands to white roses. 

In English history the roses became 
associated with the rival sections of Lanca- 
shire and Yorkshire. Shakespeare is in 
error in suggesting that the white rose 
was adopted by the Yorkists during the 
historic contest for the Crown of England ; 
for it was their hereditary cognisance, 
and had been horne by them ever since the 
creation of the House of York. 

It was adopted by the Jacobites as the 
emblem of the Pretender, because his 
adherents were compelled to abet him sub 
rosa. 1tis also recalled that in the six- 
teenth century the phrase was used for the 
decoration of confessional boxes. 

Another story of the rose is that of 
Mussulman traditicn, according to which, 
when Mahomet took the journey to 
Heaven, the sweat which fell from his 
forebhead on to the earth produced 1ed 
roses, while that from the animal he rode 
produced the white companion flower. 

Many writers have used the phrase 
“sub rosa,’ and Dean Swift has a 
couplet :—- 

“Inder the rose, since none are here buat friends, 
(To own the truth) we have some private ends.”

Che Big Wind.

The gales that have been sweeping over 
the British Jeles, with the extraordinary 
force and velocity that they have 
achieved, reaching in vlaces one hundred 
and nine miles an hour, recall to mind 
that architypal ‘‘ big wind,” which is still 
often in the month of the country folk. 
The ‘generation over whom it passed are 
now gone, but its memory lives on, a tale 
of awe, and a point from which 
chronology may be assessed; for the year 
of the big wind, and the year of the 
cholera, like the time of the famine, 
achieve a teuch of the distinction that 
clings about ‘‘ the vear of the foundiny 
of the city.”” That wind lifted thatch 
roofs and carried them in _ passionate 
embrace for miles; it flung, so old folk 
have told ine, horse and sidecar bodily off 
the roads, and dashed immemorial trees 
to earth like ninepins. The spray of the 
spume-lashed sca was lifted and carried 
far inland, so that men thirty miles from 
the shore saw the dawn break with the 
savour of salt about their lips. In the 
barren steppes cf the mountainy land 
men gazed wide-eved about at a hay cock 
lurched against the rock; and in ditch 
and road-train the battered corpses of 
birds lay linp. Chimneys toppled, and 
slates were shattered, whole houses were 
demolished. Only there stood four-square 
to all assaults of the demon brood of 
olus--for the spirits of destruction were 
actually seen on their windy coursers— 
those old Norman towers$that frown yet 
over the strand. I have long suspected 
that big wind ; and I make no doubt that 
our. own storms will sow their crop of 
stories in the mythopozic mind of men. 


Marseilles has, perhaps, the longest 
continnous history of any city in 
Europe except Rome and _ Athens. 
It was founded as an _ outpost of 
Hellenism at the beginning of the 
sixth century B.C. by the Phoceans, who 
contested the supremacy of the Western 
Mediteranean with the Phoenicians of 
Carthage, which is now a mound, and with 
the Etrurians, whose habitations are but 
the hunting grounds of archeologists. 
Wise in their generation, the men of 
Marseilles were content to share the 
supremacy which later fell to Rome as a 
result of the Punic wars. Through the 
long vicissitudes of the Middle Ages the 
city enjoyed a quiet prosperity, and the 
Jews, the bankers of Europe, were well 
represented there, while the Papal exile 
to Avignon brought fresh impetus to the 
commerce of the Rhone. In the days of 
the Revolution an immortality of song 
acerued to the _ citizens from the 
“ Marseillaise,”’ while their Girondist 
denutation made the famous declaration: 
“Our Phoceean ancestors flung a bar of 
iron into the waves at their first landing: 
this bar will float ere we consent to be 
slaves.”’ Yet for the majority of us the 
immortality of the place is wrapt up with 
the ‘‘ Count of Monte Christo’’ and the 
famous story that Dumas evolved about 
the Chateau d’If that lies out in the bay.

The first and third acts are interesting, 
and occasionally moving; the second act tends 
to drag. If Mr Anew McMaster had been 
more subtle in his playing of Mr. Wu in the 
second act, perhaps it, too, might have been 
exciting. It was in the third act that Mr 
M-Master showed his strength; and then he 
rose to the limits of the melodramatic 
material. In the second act the honours must 
go to Mr. Charles Marford, who made Holman 
a character of significance.

The White Star liner Euripides, bound 
for Australia, called on Monday at the 
lonely island of .St. Paul, in the Indian 
Ocean, to ascertain the reason for the 
prolonged silence of the inhabitants, and 
news has now been received from the 
Commander of the Euripides, Captain C. 
Rowlinson, R.N.R., that the wireless 
installation on the island had been burned 
out. The population, which numbers 108 
souls, are engaged in the fishing industry, 
and are enjoying excellent health. After 
a delay of three hours and thirty-three 
minutes, during which time quantities of 
fruit and vegetables were landed on the 
island, the Euripides continued her 
voyage to Australia, and is due to arrive 
at Albany on December 16th. 


VEGETATION OF A BOG- 
LAND AREA, 


THE FLORA OF SOUTHERN 
CONNEMARA. 

“The Vegetation of Southern Connemara’ 
was the title of the paper by Miss Gertrude 
Connolly, M.Sc., which was communicated to 
a general meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
at Academy House, 19 Dawson street, Dublin, 
yesterday, by Dr. R. L. Praeger. 

Dr. Macalister, President of the Academy, 
was in the chair. ‘ 

The paper dealt with the vegetation of a 
large area lying west of Galway, between the 
sea and the mountains—a vast tract of almost 
unbroken bog. This area has not previously 
been examined botanically, save along its 
margins. Xainfall and humidity are very 
high, and in consequence the bogland is 
perennially extremely wet and difficult to 
explore. The vegetation proved to be limited 
in number of species, and alternated mainly 
between that of drier and that of wetter bog. 
In the paper full analyses of the flora were 
given,

From the French Consul-General in Dublin 
we have received a copy of a booklet giving 
information on various aspects of life and 
recent developments in France. It is issued 
by the Comité d’Action économique et 
douaniére of Paris, and contains many facts 
and figures (some demonstrated by dia- 
grams), all bearing on the general title of the 
booklet—‘‘ France’s Effort.’’ Industrial out- 
put, foreign trade, development of the French 
Colonies, the burden of taxation, and the 
cost of living in France and abroad—these 
are among the subjects on which information 
is conveyed in simple terms. An impressive 
statement on the very first page tells that in 
the French Universities scholarships provided 
from public funds are granted to more than 
1,000 foreign students, and that in the Cité 
Universitaire foreign students have now at 
their disposal 1,325 living rooms, with every 
facility for work and games. :

This banquet was the 
outcome of the British Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference. The object of that conference, he 
said, was for the purpose of promoting 


further the education of pharmacists in pro- 
gress with the most modern developments of

The recent conference was held in Dublin 
through the instrumentality of the President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, 
their guest that night. So excellent was the 
work of the President of the Society and his 
Committee that it could be said that the 
conference became a national, instead of a 
local function.

RAILWAY AND ‘BUS COMPANY. 


Mr. E. W. Selfe drew the attention of the 
Court to a statement made before the 
Tribunal last July in regard to the railway 
company’s revenue, and in regard to the ar- 
rangements with the Irish Omnibus Company, 
by Mr. Floyd, who then said that he thought 
it would be agreed that a period of time 
must elapse before any useful information 
would be available to the company on which 
it could base conclusions and suggest a policy 
which would, in turn, be beneficial to the 
Tribunal, Mr. Floyd had added. that it was 
felt that, with the road and rail competition 
in such a state of flux, no suggestive ideas 
could be put forward which would be fair 
either to the company, the Tribunal, or the 
travelling public. 

Rightly or wrongly, added Mr. Selfe, the 
hody he (the tae «hd represented took the 
view that the agreement between the railway 
company and the Irish Omnibus Company 
would be' submitted to the Tribunal with 
the object of legalising it by means of an 
order of the Court, as prescribed in Section 
61 of the Act. They assumed that there 
was an agreement with the Irish Omnibus 
‘ompany, and as late as November 22nd the 
semi-olticial organ of the railway company, 
the Ltadway Gazette, had stated that the 
work of co-ordinating the services of the 
Great Southern Railways and the Irish Omni- 
bus Company was proceeding satisfactorily, 
and the daily Press hinted that the latter 
company’s passenger services would be con- 
siderably extended, and that the carriage of 
goods was being considered. 

The people he represented thought it right, 
aid Mr. Selfe, that they should be assured 
that the co-ordination was based on terms, 
not such as would add a greater burden to 
those whose goods were carried by the rail- 
way, but such as would tend eventually to 
ease that burden by means of profit-bearing 
revenue, derived from the economical car- 
riage of passengers by road or rail. They 
wanted further to be assured that the goods- 
carrying efficiency of this great concern, with 
its expital of over £26,000,000, was effectively

RAILWAY A NATIONAL ASSET.

Railways Company on the ground that the 
railway was a national asset. Though the 
institution or support of road transport may 
not have produced financial advantage to a 
particular trader, a higher and broader out 
look had ensured support for the railways.

STRANGE STORY TOLD 
IN COURT. 


-— 


A remarkable story of a young man’s leap 
for life from a burning building, on the 
floors of which he had sprinkled petrol, and 
then entered it with a lighted match, was 
told yesterday in the border village of Fork- 
hill, when Michael O’Hanlon was charged at 
Forkhill Petty Sessions with ire - on the 
17th of August Jast, maliciously set fire to the 


Manchester. The house burned was situate 
in Northern Ireland, while O'Hanlon is a 
resident of Dungooley, in the Free State. It 
was stated that O'Hanlon had been so badly 
burned following the fire that he had spent 
fifteen weeks in hospital in Dundalk, and on 
the morning of the Court had voluntarily 
crossed the border and handed himself over 
to the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 

Evidence was given by Mrs. O’Hanlon that 
on the evening of the 17th August her son 
came to her house, with his hands and face 
badly burned. He said something about 
McAlevey’s house. Evidence was also given 
by the police that while the house was burn- 
ing they found clothing belonging to the 
accused near. 

Head Constable Wynn deposed that while 
O'Hanlon was badly burned, and was in 
hospital, he took a statement from him. 
In that statement O'Hanlon said he had 
bought a gallon of petrol in Dundalk, and 
had gone to McAlevey’s house with it, and 
sprinkled the petrol on the floors. The 
statement continued:—‘‘I then struck a 
match for the purpose of seeing my way, as 
it was dark. was upstairs then, and when 
I struck the match the house took fire. I 
became ignited and my clothes were burning. 
My hands and face were burning, and I had 
to jump through a top window to get out. I 
smashed the glass, and in jumping to the 
round sprained my ankle. As I jumped 
rom the burning building my clothes were 
on fire, and I took off my coat and flung it 
behind.” Having told how he had worked 
with McAlevey in Manchester, the statement 
ended: “I will not state now why I burned 
the house or how the key of the house came 
to be in my possession. but will do so when

After two years’ trading, the Fermanagh 
Pig Feeders’ Association, which was formed 
to enable the small farmers of the county to 
secure better warketing of their animals by 
co-operation, has registered a loss, and at an 
extraordinary general meeting of the share- 
holders, held at Enniskillen, voluntary 
‘winding-up was proposed by the Chairman, 
Captain T. H. Verschoyle, J.P. 

The Chairman said that the Association 
was formed early in December, 1927, and was 
organised on a basis of a turn-over of £1,009 
a month. Despite every effort to induce 
farmers throughout the county to support a 
business which had been started entirely for 
their own benefit, little success had been 
attained, except in the Lisnagkea district and, 
to a very small extent, round Enniskillen. AA 
crowded meeting was held early in January, 
1928, at Irvinestown, but from that day to 
this not a single pig from that district had 
been sold through the Association, except iy 
one member. The Committee was invited to 
address a meeting at Kesh about the same 
time; four people attended—a fai. sample 
of the interest taken in the work. 

For a brief time at the commencement of 
operations, the Chairman ‘continued, the turn- 
over was of reasonable proportions, but it 
rapid! 7 tell off, with the result that they made 
a trading loss of rather over £100 during last 
year, ‘here was a slight revival at the. be- 
ginning of this year, but since May business 
had decreased to microscopic proportions, and 
during the past eight months their total turn- 
over had amounted only to £1,450. Even 
members of the Committee, he believed, had 
sold their pork personally in the local market 
instead of selling through the associations. 


FARMERS’ APATHY. 

As long as itdividualism and apathy reigned 
supreme in this matter it was idle to expect 
any co-operative movement to live, and the 
next time there was a slump in pork, such as 
weceded the birth of this association, the 
gs might look elsewhere for assistance in 
getting them out of the hole which they 
themselves had dug: It was necessary for 
him to point out that they would be about 
£80 in debt at the end of the month, and the 
liquidator would have to make a call of about 
5s. a share. 

The Chairman then moved the resolution for 
voluntary winding-up. 

Mr. Hart, Cloneily, seconded. He said 
that the association had been formed to help 
the small farmers to fight the pork buyers. 
Some 400 joined the association, but few took 
out more than one share. The pork buyers 
then put up the price of pork. Jt was solely 
because of that association that the price was 
put up; but once the price was up the farmers 
returned to the pork buyer and gave him their 
pigs. Now, when the association was 
threatened with winding-up, they found a 
new enthusiasm for it, and regret was being 
expressed that it was being wound up, 

Several farmers present appealed that the 
Association be kept on, and Mr. Trimble 
suggested that the members should pay up 
the call necessary to liquidate the debt, and 
that the meeting be adjourned for one month 
to see if further support would be obtained. 
He moved an amendment to that effect. 

Mr. Rusk said that they should try and 
educate the farmer to do is own business. 

The Chairman—We have spent two years 
trying to do that. 

The Secretary (Mr. Cassidy) said that 
everyone wanted to see some one else assist 
the Association. In his opinion it would take 
the liquidator all his time to get 5s. per 
member. They. would only throw the circular 
in, the fire, and he would have to take many 
to court. In fact, only about half in that 
room would pay up. 

_ On a vote the amendment was carried, but 

in the meantime the Association is to stop 

trading and will incur no fresh liabilities.

He said that his motion had been misinter- 
preted, and he wished to make it oléar that 
it Was not in any way a vote of censure cn 
Mr; de Valera, their ‘hancellor. He did not 
believe that the Chancellor. had attended at. 
Trinity. College as Chancellor of their Uni- 
versity, but as leader of the Opposition in 
the Dail and as a warm friend of the Irish 
language. 3 ' 

It: was-his (the speaker's) belief that there 
should be only one University. in Ireland, 
with. branches. ' That was going to be the 
National University. This was to “be 
achieved by amalgamation, which would 
guarantee the national and religious ' agate 
of those entering into the contract. Until

The interpretation that the 
public might put on this motion would not 
exactly be Mr. O’Hanrahan’s interpretation, 
though it was quite a. tegitimate interpreta- 
tion. As it might, occasion & wrong interpre- 
tation, he suggested that it should either be 
withdrawn or rejected. Their University’s 
object was the acavisition of knowledge. 

Mrs. Sean T. O’Kelly said that this was 
not the place to discuss the religion. of 
Trinity College. The National University was 
not chartered as a Catholic University. 
It they talked about the nationality of Trinit 
College, there was*more common ground, 
though it had no such tradition, and had, in 
fact, started as an anti-Irish University. 
There were some people “who held 
that the National University was not 
national enough. They should not point 
to themselves in a way that might 
make them look foolish. She would accept 
nothing from Trinity College except what 
came to them on their, own terms, such as 

tobert Emmet and Thomas Davis. The 
National University had produced more in 
literature in the last twenty-five years than 
Trinity College, and was producing more. If 
they wanted to drop association with one 
University, they would have to drop associa- 
tion with others, and drop those student 
debates such as they had had there. 
TRINITY'S FINE RECORD. 

Professor Mary Hayden, speaking against 
the motion, said that it would be a disastrous 
thing to pass it. They were already divided 
enough in this country. Trinity College had 
not got a national tradition, but it had pro- 
duced great men and had done fine things. 
They should not cultivate enmity with 
Trinity College. Why could not they work 
on one side and Trinity College on the other? 
The two Universities could work each in its 
own way for the good of Ireland. 

Professor Agnes O’Farrelly said that 
nothing could be gained by a policy of hatred. 
Trinity had a bad tradition, but it was dying 
out. They should not set an example of 
intolerance. 

FRATERNISATION MISUNDERSTOOD. 

Dr. Flood said that in the resolution 
recently passed by Conyocation against 
fraternisation with Trinity there was no 


suggestion that the. National University 
should ‘not have academic communication with 
other Universities, but that it was undesirable 
that they should have any such fraternisation 
with Trinity College. That fraternisation was 
misunderstood to such an extent that they 
could not afford to allow it to exist or con- 
tinue. The National University was the Uni- 
versity for the Catholics of this country. They 
had been told recently by the Irish Hierarchy 
that they would not go into Trinity’ College. 
No Catholic priest. could permit or condone 
going into Trinity Coliege. There was no in- 
tention of saying that..Trinity College had 
done nothing. What they said was that their 
development and life as a University at the 
moment required that they should not do any- 
thing which would be misunderstood by the 
pecple of this country. They were in the 
position of the representative University of 97 
pet cent. of the Irish people. Trinity College 
was the University of an effete and ridiculous 
order. 

Jt had been Trinity’s policy to try to 
persuade the peopie in this country that they 
were as national, Irish and Catholic, as the 
National. That was the atmosphere that 
Trinity College was seeking to create. 
policy that Trinity had adopted was a maxi- 
mum of i fraternisation between the 
two —places, bet ween the students, 
the students’ societies and the professors. 
By inviting their Ohancellor to 
Trimity College that. University desired to get 
the maximum of publicity. National 
University graduates were bound to make it 
perfectly evident to the majority of the 
people of this country, and to indicate to the 
country generally, that there was no com- 
parison between the National and Trinity 
as a National, [rish, and Catholic University. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington, who opposed the 
motion, sail that Convocation had no power 
fo enforce it. She did not think that either 
University had a monopoly -f nationalism. 

The motion was rejected by 27 votes to 19. 


CARDINAL MacRORY. 

On the motion of Dr. Clery, seconded 
by Miss A. O’Farrelly, M.B., a resolution of 
respectful congratulations to the Most Kev. 
Dr. Machory on his elevation to the 
Cardinalate. was adopted. 

WOMEN AND A PROPOSED CLUB. 

Miss ’Farrelly proposed a resolution 
deprecating the proposed exclusion of a large 
section of the graduates from membership of 


| the contemplated club for graduates of the 


National University. She said that at a 
dinner at which the idea was first’ invoked 
clergymen and women graduates were 
not invited. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) 
Perhaps those responsible found later 
that the policy oof excluding ihe 
the clergy was not going to work. It was 
now proposed to admit the clergy. Some 
of them might think that in the cireumstances 
the clergy should make common cause with 
the women. In the London clubs men and 
women were members, but the Attorney- 
General in his s at the meeting of the 
club stated that no person soiled with the 
mire of politics would be admitted. 

Mr. RF. Dudley Edwards, in seconding the 
motion, said that one of the arguments used 
against the admission of women would be 
that the club would be a drinking club, That 
was a reason for having women as members, 
because they would prevent the club from 
degenerating into a drinking club. By keep- 
ing out women now they would only spoil 
the club, and women would eventually come 


in. 
NO GRIEVANCE. 

Mr, Andrews said that he did not see 
what grievance women had if they were not 
admitted. ere was already. a Women’s 
Graduates’ Association, and the women could 
form a club if théy wanted one. He could 
not i ine such a club as a mixed club. He 
did not think that the club would be a 
‘boozing *’ elub at all. For his own part he 
was a teetotaller. 

Professor Mary Hayden opposed the estab- 
lishment of a Graduates’ Club which ex- 
cluded 28 per cent. of the graduates. She 
had written to university towns in England. 
Except at Oxford and Cambridge she found 
that out of seventeen university clubs there 
was only one that did not admit women. The 
London National University Club was a resi- 
dential club and was open to both men and 
women. 

Dr. Flood said that if this schethe were

iat Parliament would rise on December 20 
for the Christmas féóess ; but in response to 
urgent Conservative and -Libetal representa- 
tions he conserited to have a sitting on 
Saturday, 21st, in order” that there might be 
an,opportunity of discussing the unemploy- 
ment schemes of the. Government. In addi- 
tion, Sir Bolton Eyres Monsell, the Conser- 
vative Chief Whip, said that his party were 
indifferent to the holidays; and were willing 
to remain until-Christmas Eve, if necessary, 
to carry out their duty. 

Sir Kingsley W asked Mr. J. H. 
Thomas whether any works had been sanc- 
tioned which would make further provision 
against the Thames floods. 

Mr: ‘Thomas. said that there had been 
several schemes. Sanction would have to 
await the legislation which the Minister of 
Agriculture hoped to introduce in the near 
future. -Meanwhile, limited schemes for the 
Lea‘ Valley and for the Thames had been 
co and “were being inquired into 
ocally, : 

Sir Kingsley Wood suggested that the pre. 
sent position was very serious, and he te 
if something could nat be done immediately. 

Mr. Thomas said that the difficulty was 
that the present position ‘was not so serious 
as that at the time of the last Thames flood. 
If legislation had been introduced then, the 
work could have been got on with. It was 
because the matter was’ serious and urgent 
that he was interviewing the authorities 
with a view to legislation if necessary. 

INSURANCE. 

The House proceeded to the further con- 
sideration of the Unemployment Insurance 
Bill in Committee. 

On Clause 12, Major Elliot moved an 
amendment to reduce the extension of the 
transitional period from twelve to six months. 

Miss Bondfield insisted that twelve months 
were necessary in order to have the necessary 
consultations with the various bodies that 
would be brought into relation with one 
another, 

Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland said that the real 
object of the amendment was to allow the 
position to be reviewed next summer. 

Lady Astor endeavoured to make a speech 
on the general unemployment question, and 
had to be called to order by the Chairman 
several times for irrelevancy. 

The amendment was rejected by 300 votes 
to 170. 

To meet the objections raised by Mr. Lloyd 
George at an earlier stage, Miss Bondfield 
now moved a new clause, providing approved 
courses of instruction for insured contributors 
under the age of 18, who claimed benefit. 

Lady Astor was rather dissatisfied with the 
clause, though, as she said, it was better than 
nothing. They had yet to learn how juveniles 
were to receive instruction where there ‘were 
no juvenile centres. She could hardly resist 


singing to Miss Bondfield the words of whe} 


song: “Say something, sweet Belinda, thy 
voice I long to hear.” (Laughter.) 

Miss Bondfield could not resist the appeal, 
and said that the clause marked a definite 
advance in the system of juvenile instruction. 

The clause was read a second time without 
a division. 

IRISH LABOURERS. 

Speaking on a new clause moved by Colonel 
Heneage, which raised the question of Irish 
agricultural labourers coming to England on 
temporary engagements and taking their 
money back with them, Mr. Jack Jones, who 
described himself-as one of a very few Irish 
members in the House, took exception to the 
racial animosities which the clause was calcu- 
lated to arouse. He said that, whether we 
were Knglishmen, Irishmen, Scotsmen, or 
Welshinen did not enter into the question at 
all. The only ‘question before the Coim- 
mittee was the right of the child. 

Members roared with laughter when it be- 
came evident that the hon. member for 
Silvertown was speaking on an amendment 
not before the, House. Mr. Jones looked ex- 
tremely puzzled, and repeated, “ The right 
of the child to receive benefit under the in- 
surance scheme.” 

The Chairman pointed out the mistake that 
had been made, and Mr. Jones tesumed his 
seat until his proper opportunity éame. .. 

Mr. Hore Belisha next moved a new clanse 
to provide that the unemployment benefits of 
a person under sixteen should be payable to 
the mother. Many members, he said, pro- 
bably had fond recollections of taking their 
first wages home to mother, the hon. member 
for Silvertown among them. 

_Mr. Jack Jones—Two and a tanner for 
eighty hours. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hore Belisha—I hope it was taken 
home in solid form. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Tom Shaw, in resisting the amendment. 
said that common-sense and experience had 
shown that a child of sixteen could take home 
his wages every week, By this amendment. 
apparently there would be an investigation ns 
to whether the mother was a desirable person 
to receive the monev. 

LIVELY EXCHANGES. 

Mr. Hore Belisha~Where did you get that 
from ? ; is 

Mr. Shaw—If the hon. member, instead of 
being insulting—— 

Roars of protest and caries of “ Withdraw ” 
drowned the remainder of the sentence. 
‘here were counter-shouts from Ministerial- 
iy and during the din Mr. Shaw resumed his 
seat. 

Mr. Dunnico, who was in the chair. said 
that he did not hear the expression used, and 
could not, therefore, interfere. 

Sir Pasil Peto rose to a point of order, 
but ‘was greeted with loud shouts of “ Sit 
down.”’ 

Then Mr. Albery got un, and asked 
whether Mr. Shaw was entitled to sav that 
Mr. Hore Belisha had made a studiously in- 
sulting speech. :

Sir Herbert Samuel appealed to members 
to end the scene, and get on with the busi- 
ness. He was sure that Mr. Hore Belisha 
did not mean to offend. 

Ultimately quiet was restored, and con- 
sideration of the clause proceeded.

M.C.C.’8 SUGGESTION 
AUSTRALIANS. 


In the pavilion at Lord’s yesterday the county 
secretaries held their annual meeting to complete 
the urrangement of fixtures for next season. 

In opening the meeting Mr. W. Findlay, Secre- 
tary of the M.C.C., gave his personal opinion that 
the larger wicket bad come to stay. He hoped 
that the experiment would be tried by the 
universities, the public schools and the minor 
counties and in better class club cricket. 

The M.C.C., in writing a few days ago to the 
various boards. had expressed the hope that the 
experiments might be tried in other countries. 

They had asked the Australian Board of Control 
if they would consent to their team playing against 
the counties with the larger wicket, and suggesting 
that it be left with the team if this should apply to 
the Test matches.

of Control overseas had been 
approached on the subject of the qualification of 
players to take part in Test matches, and the 
M.C.C. submitted a preliminary code of rules, 
based partiy on the existing rules and partly on 
the rules of county cricket. It was suggested 
that the LImpcrial Cricket Conference would be an 
appropriate body to register qualifications, as all 
the countries would be represented, and the country 
visited could be made responsible. 

In accordance with the scheme that came into 
force last season, all the countics play twenty-cight 
matches in the Championship. Several counties 
have arranged friendly fixtures in addition. This 
applics with special interest to Surrey and 
Middlesex.

DEATH OF MR. C. I. 
THORNTON.

A FAMOUS HITTER. 
The death is announced of Mr. (. I. Thornton 
who was famous as the biggest hitter of his day. 
Rorn on March 20, 1850, Mr. Thornton was in his 
goth year. In the Eton XI. for three years from 
1866 he went up to Cambridge, and played for 
the University against Oxford four times, being 
ecaplain in 1872, when Cambridge won by an 
innings and 166 rons. Thornton played for some 
years for Kent from 12867, and appeared occasionally 
for Middlesex after i872. Pe z 
Comparativeiy little first-class cricket was played 
in those days, but in the course of thirty imings 
Tbornton scored three separate hundreds, . 
lle has been described as the ereatest hitter the 
game ever produced, this being apart from. the 
actual rate of scoring. He was famous for driving 
the bal! elean out of the ground, When playing 
against Harrow at Lord’s in 1868 he drove the bail 
over the old pavilion, and was equally succeesful 
with a big hit over the old pavilion at the Oval, 
and it is on record that he hit V. E. Walker, the 
renowned lob bowler, ont of the Canterbury groutxl, 
each ball of an over for four. Naturally, such a 
hie hitter scored very fast, and once, when making 
138 in two hours, he hit the ball out of the ground 
thirteen times. He was playing as a substitute, 
and his identity was not known until his powcrs 
wero recognised. : 
Mr Thornton was largely _ responsible _ for 
inaugurating the Scarborough Festival, and retained 
hie interest in the cricket at the Yorkshire seaside 
town up to last season. Some of his most remarx- 
able hitting took place on the Searborough ground, 


and off the howling of A. G. S.cel he made one 
drive over a four-storeved house into Trafaigar 
Square,

LECTURE ON PROBLEMS OF 
CITY GOVERNMENT,

LORD MAYOR OF CORK’S 
VIEWS. 
a 


A public meeting, under the auspices of the 
Irish Women Citizens’ Association, was heid 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night. 
There was a good attendance, over which Dr. 
Lorcan Sherlock presided. 

In the course of a paper on “Some 
Problems ot Modern City Government, with 
Special Reference to Dublin and Cork,” Mr. 
Sean French, T.D., Lord Mayor of Cork, saa 
that the greatest immediate problems of city 
government’ were public health, housing 

r law and technical education, and the 
greatest problem of all the enacting of a 
system which would give the best public 
service in the most efficient and econora.cal 
manner. In his opinion, the greatest advance 
in the public health service In their country 
for a few generations had been the school 
medical service. The improvement in the 
general Lcalth of the community was already 
being felt. The children, as they were being 
treated in school, were going home to edu 
cate their parents; the periodical examina- 
tions of the childven had minimised the 
cases of infectious disease, and prevented 
permanent affections of eye, ear and throat. 

Then there was child welfare and the pro- 
vision of school meals. Though these services 
wers at present only in part municpal, they, 
in Cork, were making an effort to bring all 
such services under the Corporation. The 
advance in general public health had }een 
almost beyond belief in the past ten years. 
Sanitation throughout the country was a 
public scandal, and even their cities were very 
much below the standard, As_ regards 
housing, be suggested that it was the duty 
of the Government to give free grants to locut 
authorities to build houses of a prescribed 
plan, on the condition that they could not be 
let for more than 5s, per week (rates 
included). oe 

In poor law service, he was of the opimon 
that a great advance in service, beneficial to 
the poor, had been made by the amalgamation 
system. His regret was that local anthort- 
ties were moving very slowly in remedying the 
‘* able-hodied ” problem. i 

Dealing with the Corporation question, he 
believed that a reduction in the number of 
members made for more prompt and efficient 
administration. The Corporation systems oí 
Dublin and Cork differed. In Cork they 
had twelve standing committees, and an 
almost equal number of extern ones. He 
understood that Dublin confined itself to 
two standing committees. 


THE MANAGERIAL SYSTEM. 

Speaking of the application of the mana- 
gerial system to Cork. Mr. French said that 
he was perfectly satisfied with the reduction 
of the number of public representatives trom 
56 to 21. He was no opponent of the annual 
election of one-third of the members. It 
the whole Council went out annually, it would 
mean that. if a majority of new members 
were elected, the minority of old members 
would spend the year educating the new 
members in the ordinary business of the 
Council. But. as a result of the complete 
power given to the manager, public repre- 
sentation was becoming a joke in Cork. In 
saying that. he intended no offence to the 
present manager, who was a most painstak- 
ing and thorough official. 

He urged the people of Dublin to be up 
and doing, because if they did not the same 
thing that had happened to Cork would 
Lappen to Dublin. The Cork City Manage 
ment Act was an insult to the people oí 
Cork, a sneev at public representation, and 

gross fraud on a good and decent people. 


TAXPAYERS SHOULD ASSERT 
THEMSELVES. 

Professor Magennis said that the one 
problem, which was really a national and a 
municipal one, was how to get the people who 
bear the burden of taxation and suffered 
from Government shortcomings to assert them- 
selves and claim what they were entitled to 
in return for the money they paid. It was 
not right to expect that a few citizens should 
spur the people into activity in this matter. 
It was five years ago since the Greater Dublin 
Commission sat and three years since á 
reported, and only that week the report had 
been rejected. One great feature of the report 
was town-planning to substitute haphazard 
methods by a definite method or pian of 
building providing for residential quarters, 
hospitals and factories, and also getting rid 
of the slums of the city, He suggested the 
issuing of premium bonds for the raising of 
the money necessary to solve the housing 
problem. 

Dr. Sherlock said that in any observations 
he had to make he made no reflection on the 
Government or the Commissioners. He ad- 
mitted that the Commissioners had carried 
out improvements, for instance, in the 
surfacing of the streets; but they should 
remember the amount of money which was at 
the disposal of the Commissioners and the 
amount at the disposal of the old Corpora- 
tion. He pointed out that for the year end- 
ing March, 1920, the Dublin Corporation took 
from the ratepayers for purely municipal pur- 
poses a suin of £649,000, while the Commis- 
sioners for the year ending March, 1930, were 
taking £659.000. 

He quoted various figures to show that for 
the five years ending 1929 the Commissioners 
received £502,000 for housing, and yet thirtv- 
three per cent. of the families of Dublin 
lived in one-roomed houses. Were they to 
accept that as indicating that the problem 
was insoluble? 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Trench and Dr. 
Sherlock was proposed by Miss Maenie. 
seconded by Senator Mrs. Wyse-Power, and 
passed,

With a population which the latest ofiicial 
estimate puts at 120,013,000 souls, the United 
States had, on June 30th last, exclusive of 
the Philippine Scouts, a Regular Army aggre- 
gating only 150,957 men. 

The annual report of the Secretary of War 
just. presented to President Hoover, and 
ea in a Reuter Washingfon despaich, 
shows that of this number approximately 
twenty-eight per cent. were on duty outside 
the Continental limits of the United States. 

The enlisted strength of the various arms 
and services was as follows :—Infaniry, 
41,368; Cavalry, 8,348; Field Artillery, 
14.971; Coast Artillery, 12,168; Engineers, 
4,579; Quartermaster Corps, 7,543; Ordnance 
Dept., 2,549: Finance Dept., 401; Chemical 
Warfare Service, 425. 

The enlisted strength of the Air Corps on 
the same date was 10,890. A total of 288,542 
aircraft hours were flown by pilots of the 
Regular Army. Reserve Corps and National 
(cvuard during the fiscal year 1929, an increase 
of 81,648 flying hours over the previous year. 

‘THE TERRITORIALS.” — 

As a supplement to the Regular Army, 
there is the National Guard, the United 
States Territorials, which has periodical drill 
and instruction and fifteen days’ field train- 
ing in the year. Jts strength on June 30th 
last was 12,347 officers, 188 warrant oificers 
and 104,455 enlisted men, an aggregate of 
176,988, and its present condition is described 
as. most gratifying.” 

The aggregate sirengih of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps was 112,757, including 10.831 
officers, who heid commissions in both the 
National Guard and the Reserve Corps. Of 
this number 19,608 received training during 
the fiscal year for periods of fourteen days, 
and 940 received training over longer periods 
of time. making a ‘total of 20, Reserve 
officers to receive training during the fiscal] 
vear. 

OFFICERS’ TRAINING CORPS, 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. yet 
another body. now has a total of 112,424 
students enrolled in 321 units, located at 226 
educational institutions. Of these units 22] 
were senior units with an enrolment of 71,903 
and 100 weré junior units with an enrolment 
of 40,521. 

There were on June 30th 776 commissioned 
officers, 18 warrant officers and 924 enlisted 
men on duly as military instructors at givilian 
educational Institutions. 

Fifty-two citizens’ military training camps 
were conducted in the nine corps areas dur- 
ing the summer of 1928, their totai enrolment 
being 354,514.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 
Almost every phase of the work of en- 
forcing prohibition increased in the United 
States in the year ended June 30th last, 
according to the annual report of the 
Attorney-General. Le 
Criminal prohibition prosecution instt- 
tuted during the year totalled 56,786. Tho 
number of cases terminated were 56,455, 
while 18,690 were pending on June 30th. In 
the cases terminated there were 47,100 con- 
victions. 

The aggregate of fines, forfeitures and 
penalties imposed under the Prohibition Law 
totalled 7,476,300 dollars (about ao Oe 
while a total of 4,200,052 dollars (£840,000) 
was collected. 

The seizures of foreign liquor-running 
vessels in the year were fewer in number 
than those occurring during the preceding 
year. and about half as many as those 
occurring in the year 1925. The interesting 
fact is pointed out that the larger vessels 
are gradually abandoning the trade; a greater 
proportion of the captured foreign vessels 
is made up of motor boats. This, says the 
report, is probably due to thé ‘increasing 
risk of seizure.
